When I ask what state ranks first 
in thunderstorms, again, the 
answer (Florida) comes pretty 
quick. But, when I ask the young- 
sters who's the leader in rip cur- 
rents all I get are blank stares. 

"Rip currents? What's that?", 
someone usually asks. Rip cur- 
rents, sometimes called rip tides, 
have become the most deadly 
weather-related phenomenon in 
Florida. In 1994 at American 
Beach in Nassau County, rip cur- 
rents claimed five lives. 

Those numbers make rip cur- 
rents in Florida more deadly than 


hurricanes, tornadoes, severe 


thunderstorms and lightning com- 
bined. We don't hear much about 
rip currents because the deaths ~ 
usually occur one at time. The acci- 
dents don't draw the publicity that 
а larger scale event, like a hurri- 
cane or a tornado, receives. 

A rip current is a strong surface 
current of water flowing out past 
the surf zone that can pull even 
the strongest swimmer into deep 
water. Most deaths occur when 
people caught in the rip current 
try to swim toward shore directly 
against the current. Within a few 
minutes, the swimmer usually 
becomes totally exhausted and 
drowns. 

Rip currents are normally about. 
10-30 yards wide. You can recog- 
nize a rip current in a number of 
ways. Sometimes the water in a 
rip current will be discolored. Oth- 
er times you may notice a foam or 
seaweed streak extending seaward 
from the breakers. 

We know that certain wind, 


wave and tide conditions produce 
and enhante rip currents. For 
example, a moderate or strong 
onshore wind diten helps in its for- 
mation. Large swells help create 
them, too. In addition, the most 
likely time for a rip current is dur- 
ing the period of low tide. 

What should you do if you're 
stuck i ip current? Try to sig- 
nal for hélp in the direction of the 
beach. Then, try to swim parallel 
to the shore. Another-means of 
escape is to float with the current 
out beyond the breakers, then 
swim toward the beach at an angle 
away from the rip currents. 

Rip currents can occur at any 
time of the year but are most likely 
from March through August. 
When rip tides are likely to occur 
they will be mentioned in forecasts 
issued by the -Nátional Weather 
Service.

To me, they are sleeping on the floor, And 
should a prisoner, just because they're in 
prison, be made to sleep on the floor?"

Bald Eagle continues to make comeback in Florida 


The bald eagle continues its 
dramatic comeback in the Sun- 
shine State, soaring to its high- 
est levels in more than two 
decades. Final figures for 1993- 
94 show another increase in 
the number of eagles nesting 
and mating in Florida. 

Researchers know of 951 
bald eagles that hatched in 
Florida during the-1993-94 
season. That's an increase of 
40 percent over 1992-93, and 
171 percent increase over the 
birth rate just 10 years ago, 
where 351 eagles were hatched 
in the state. 

In, addition, the bald eagle 
population in Florida is now 
estimated at a minimum of. 
2,450, more than any other 
state except Alaska.

"We are pleased that the 
eagle is doing as well as it is ip 
Florida and the rest of the 
Southeast,” said Steve Nesbitt, 
a biological administrator for 
the Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission.

There must be more 
habitat than we thought out 
there, or the eagles are able to 
pack tighter together.”

*We had a tax amnesty 
program in 1992, which 
inluded’a public awareness 
campaing through early 
1993,” said Revenue Auditor 
Director Glenn Bedonie. 
“Last year, we warned peo- 
ple about our expanded 
enforcement capabilities 
through another statewide 
public education campain. 
Now the reality is about to 
hit home.” 

The tax is a state levy on 
“intangible” property such 
as stocks, bonds, mutual 
funds, notes and other 
assets. It does not apply to 
checking or savings 
accounts, certificates of 
deposit, IRAs or certain gov- 
ernment bonds. The tax is 
based on the value of the 
taxpayer's investment hold- 
ings as of Jan. 1 each year. 
It is due annually on June 
30. 

The penalties for not pay- 
ing the intangible tax are 
severe. Returns filed after 
June 30 will be assessed a 
mandatory penalty of 30 
percent of the tax due. In 
addition, a late payment 
penalty of 10 percent a 
month and an interest of 1 
percent a month are 
required. 

That adds up to a total 
minimum penalty and inter-

alone can climb to 80 per- 
cent of the tax due, and 110 
percent the next year. In 
certain cases, the depart- 
ment can assess penalties 
on intangible taxes owed as 
far back as 1984. 

By contrast, taxpayers 
can get discounts if they pay 
the tax early. Taxpayers can 
shave 4 percent off their tax 
bill if they pay in February, 
3 percent by paying in 
March, 2 percent in April 
and 1 percent in May. 

Starting in March, DOR 
will intensify audit efforts 
using income, dividend and 
interest information 
obtained from the Internal 
Revenue бетуісе, client 
account information from 
brokerage firm$, and state 
corporate income tax 
returns. This information 
will be cross-matched with 
DOR records to track down 
people and businesses who 
are under-reporting or not 
paying the intangible tax. 

The crackdown is the lat- 
est in a series of initiatives 
designed to identify those 
who owe intangible tax, Mr. 
Bodine said. People and 
businesses have ample 
warnings to come forward 
and avoid stiff penalties:

In addition, the depart- 
ment is using homestead 
exemption certificates, voter 
registration records and dri- 
ver license records to identi- 
fy people who claim residen- 
cy but aren't paying the 
intangible tax, which is 
assessed only on Florida 


residents. The department | 


also is identifying out-of- 
state residents who fraudu- 
lently claim homesteads in 
Florida to avoid tax liabili- 
ties in other states. 

Florida is one of the eight 
states with a tax on intangi- 
ble property. Florida's 
intangible tax was enacted 
in 1931. In fiscal year 1993- 
94, the department collected 
about $686 million in intan- 
gible taxes. That amounts to 
about $68 of revenue collect- 
ed for every dollar spent to 
administer and enforce the 
tax. 

Mr. Bedone said the 
department would consider 
waving penalties if people 
and companies owing tax 
voluntarily come forward. 
But those who try to avoid 
payment will be out of luck 
when the tax collector calls. 

“Honest taxpayers are 
tired of footing the bill for 
the'chéats who want a free 
ride," Mr. Bedonie said. "We 
already are getting result 
from expanded enforcement 
capabilities."
